"You can not show it 
to os. Tomorrow we fight and tonight we dance 
for victory." 

The Indian chief dug his finger nails into his 
hand, as in anger he clenched his fists. At any 
cost he must not lose his temper. This was a 
challenge to his authority. He would be de- 
posed and Brave One take his place. 

"I shall ask my friend Major Burns to show 
you this gun before you fight. My tongue is not 
a teller of lies. We will take the entire tribe 

there. The sqaws and the children will go with 
us*

AH work had ceased along the railroad. 
the men were assembled before Major Burns.
